Hon. Mr, Laurior and party Bpout their 
last day in Victoria yesterday. After being 
entertained at lunoh by Dr. Milne at his 
residence, Pinehurst, a reception was given 
in the afternoon to afford those who wished 
to meet tho Liberal leader the opportunity 
to do bo. Then in the evening a special 
train on the Viotoria & Sidney took out the 
visitors and a number of peoplo from the 
oity to tho political meeting which was held 
at Saanichton, The Agricultural hall was 
well filled, a number of peoplo coming down 
from Sidney lor the occasion. Upon the 
platform in addition to the visiting poli- 
ticians wore Dr. Milne, Senator Mclnnes, 
J. C. Bethune, G. 15. Powell, J. 
Ross, W. Marohant and T. J, Burnoa. 

Mr. Win. Sluggett having been ohoaen 
chairman, introduced Mr. S. Fisher, ex-M. 
P, for Brome, us the first speaker. 

Mr. Fishor, aftor alluding to the fact that 
he was a farmer himeolf, regretted that the 
farmers who represented 70 per cent, of the 
populatioh of Canada, did not exert a 
greater] influence in tho government of the 
country. During the paat fifteen yeara the 
Dominion Government had nut paid the at- 
tention they Bhould have dono to the farm- 
ers. He mentioned the great disparity be- 
tween the number of farmers in tho House 
of Commons and that of other olaasoB and 
said this was a reason for tho farmers not 
having their proper amount of lnfluenoe. 
He declared the Nationul Policy a failure 
and said the policy of the Liberals 
was essentially better for the country. 
The policy of tho Conservatives had been 
inaugurated, it was said, to build up the 
native industries, but - those infant indus- 
tries wero as some infants now us they were 
at first, Tbo result was that taxes were bo- 
iag paid by tho consuming clussoa to 
go in a largo proportion into the pockets of 
favored manufacturers, Tho promised tariff 
reform of tho government last sosBion was a 
disappointment and did not roally reduce 
the taxation. Tho great mass of the popu- 
lation being farmers they must be prosperous 
before the country could prosper, and to in- 
jure them hurt the whole country. The 
duty on iron and agricultural implements 
hurt the farmers. Tbo United States had 
offered a freo interchange of agricultural im- 
plements, but the government had refused 
to take off the '20 per cent, duty in order to 
favor the Massey HurriB combination. He 
maintained that free entry into the United 
States would have benefitted not only 
tho farmers but the manufacturers also. 
The reason that the price of farm produce 
did not beep up in Victoria was bjoause the 
trade of the port of Viotoria had roooivod a 
check by protection. It was also due to 
the greater amount of produce raised. 
Though a duty on hay or oata might tem- 
porarily help the farmers, he hold they 
would not progress so well aa they would 
with free competition. The Conservatives 
talked loyalty and waved th* " old flag " in 
the same way as the boy replied when aaked 
by Sir John Macdonald for what the flag W09 
hung up in a hall where he was addressing a 
meeting—" to hide an old bioich." (Laugh- 
ter.) It was not so with the Liberal party, 
whose leaders bad an unblottt d reputation, 

Mr. Gibson, M P. for Line la, said that 
Hon. Mr. Angers, minister of agriculture, 
had advised the farmers of We 'torn Canada 
to turn their attention to mixol firming, 
and had, he was told, even advised tho 
minora tho same thine;- (Laughter ) Hon. 
John Carting, who was a brow or, when he 
was Minister of Agriculture advise! the 
farmera to go into two rowed barley. 
(Laughter ) Mr, Gibson to'd a number of 
storieB and then went on to maintain that 
tho farmers did not receive con- 
sideration from the government ; only 
its particular friends got that. Op- 
ponents of tho government had been dis- 
criminated against, in the payment of duty, 
one firm he knew of being obliged to pay ,S5 
per cent, for certain iron for shipbuilding 
while anothor firm, eupportcra of the gov- 
ernment, had got thoirain freo. The publio 
funde, too, were used to strengthen the 
preatigo of various members of tho govern- 
ment. After expressing hia ploasuro at the 
kind manner in which tho party had been 
received, Mr. Gibson concluded by Baying 
the people horo woro well off, not becauao of 
but, in apito of tho national policy. 

Hon. Wilfred Laurier, who was well op- 
plaudcd when ho took tho floor, spoke In 
eulogy of his old leaders, Hou. Mr Blake 
and the lato Hon. Alexandor Mackenzie. 
Ho would havo doBired that tho maatlo of 
his great leader had fallen on tho ahouldori 
of a man of Englieh blood, because 
tho groater port of the population of Cun- 
ada woro English) yet hiB party had decided 
differently. Tho Conservative preBB of thiB 
provinoo had taken up the Manitoba school 
queBtion and tho attitudo he had token on 
It. He would Bay in reply that ho had but 
ono language) wherovor ho went, and whoth- 
er ho apoko English or French ho defied auy- 
ono to point out that ho spoke ono way horo 
and anothor way somo whoro olso. Tho 
Coneorvativo pross hero could not find fault 
with tho opinion of tho government on that 
subject beCAUBo the governmont had been 
afraid to give an opinion. It would require 
a surgical operation to extract an opinion 
from Sir John Thompson on that epuostion. 
In this proviuco tho Conservatives wero 
mostly Protestant, in his province, Catho- 
lics But there was a bond of 
union bofcwoon them. Thoy both 
liked powor. Tho English Conservative preaa 
here and the Catholic press thoro pitehod 
into him, thu former booouBe ho was too 
Catholic, tho latter because ho was nob 
Catholio onough. Hoadmirod the amount 
of religious tolerance in British Columbia, 
thoro not being anothor provinoo in tho Do- 
minion where it was bo well carried out. 
Unfortunately in his provinco and in On- 
tario thoro wero religious passions, and in 
deforonoo to thia at oonfodoration tho separ- 
ate school systom had boen established 
thero in favor of the majority. In Mani- 
toba lb hod boon tho samo for twonty years, 
until changod in 1800. Tho Roman Catholio 
minority had declared that thoy wero op- 
pressed, and said that it wos the duty of 
the governmont to oxamino into tho motter. 
He was a believer in provincial rights, but 
while ho was so he had stated in the house 



that if the complaint was true relief should 
be given. The complaint was not that the 
separate school system of Manitoba had been 
abolished, but that under the name of public 
schools tho new system was made a Pro- 
testant ono, and that the Reman Catholio 
minority wero forced to send their ohildren 
to those schools. It was nob a question of 
law, but a question of fact, and the govern- 
ment Bhould find out whether or not the 
Roman Catholics were forced to send 
their ohildren to Protestant schools or 
else havo no education whatever. 
Tho position he took in 1893 was the same 
he took now. If the statements were true 
there was not a man in the audienoe, if ho 
hod in his bosom a oonscienoe, that could 
tolerate such a state of things. Yet the 
Conservative press said he should have on 
opinion upon the question. They wanted to 
got him in a dilemma. It wob nob for him 
to investigate tho troublo, but for the gov- 
ernment, as they were responsible. If he 
woro to say tho schools were Protestant, 
down would come the Catholio club on hiB 
head ; but if ho said they woro Catholic, then 
the Protestants of Ontario would club him. 
If ho got into power he would not hesitate 
to hove tho mutter investigated. The gov- 
ernment dared nob take a stand becaueo 
they feared to disploaBo ono side or the 
other. When the governmont wanted to 
speak in Ontario they sont Mr. Clark Wal- 
lace who said the action of the Manitoba 
government would not bo interfered with, 
while in Quebec they sent Mr. Angers who 
promised thot a reference tothe eourta would 
be made. But bhe governmenb did nothing. 
Ho thanked his audience for tho reception 
he had mot with and would assure them 
that now and over tho Liberal party would 
do lbs besb for the development of 
their common oountry. The Liberal party 
would do itB best to remove tho shooklcB of 
the past fifteen years and bring back tho 
froo trade of the Crown colony doyB 

Hon. D. C. Praser, M.A., of Guyaboro, 
N.S., apoko of his own province being inter- 
ested in tho scaling industry of this prov- 
ince, saying that in the arbitration ho did 
not think Canada's interests had been well 
conserved. That question was decided bo 
that while Canada got tho law in her favor 
she got judgment against her on the facts. 
Ho olaimed that the tariff pandered to the 
manufacturers. The farmer and laborer had 
been forced to help feed the big, overgrown 
national policy, which cried and howled for 
pap, but if the hard worked farmer brought 
it 30 per cent of food in his bucket, it kick- 
ed it ovor and yellod for 35 per cent., and 
wouldn't take any Icbs. (Laughter.) 
It was like the patent medicine 
advertisement "When baby wos aick it 
cried for Coatoria, whon baby waa well it 
oried for Castoria." (Laughtor.) Competi- 
tion would nob hurb the country. He be- 
lievod that honesb Conservatives would be- 
come in time aBhamed of having ever 
Bupported the National Policy. It 
waa the selfish desire of ono lot of men to 
get fat at the expense of others. 

At the cloBe of the Bpeeohos ohoera for the 
Queen were given and a vote of 
tnanks to the chair, after which 

Mr. Laurier held a short reception and 
the party then returned to town which wos 
reached at midnight. Mr. Laurier'a party 
leave by the 8 o'clock train this morning for 
Nanaimo where a meeting U to be addressed 
to-night.

Nanaimo, Sept. 11.- (Special.)— Last 
evening at duak two drunken Indians way- 
laid a negro on the railroad track near 
Ohemainus and robbed him of $75 and an 
ovoreoat. Tho negro on escaping from the 
clutches of tho IndianB fled to the house of 
Robert W'ilaon, the section foreman, to seek 
atsiatunco to enable him to capture tho 
thieves. W r hen he arrived at the house he 
found no ono in but a little girl. A few 
minutoB ie>ter the Iueliana arrived, forced an 
ontranco anel commenced boating tho un- 
fortunate nogro who was now pretty well 
exhausted, when the little girl eucceeded in 
frightening off tho Indians with a gun. 

Aa they wore leaving tho house tho In 
dians encountered Mr. Wilson, who was re 
turning homo with a gun on hia shoulder 
Tho Indians at onoe went for him. In the 
struggle that ensuod tho gun went off, tho 
contents ontering tho shoulder of ono of tho 
Indians, noarly blowing hia arm off. The 
other Indian bolteel. Lator on ho waB ar- 
rested and taken to Duncan, whoro he was 
thia morning brought up boforo tho local 
magiBtrato and remanded for ono week 
The wounded Indian is not expected to 
rocover.

CHEATING THE CUSTOMS. 

Extensive Seizures of Partly Manufactured 
Jnte Brought in Without Payment 
of Duty. 

Montreal, Sept. 11. — (Speoial) — Thecus- 
tom8 officiala yei'terday made one of the 
biggeat Boizuroa in the history of this port. 
The firms implicated are the Canada Jute 
Co., the Consumers Cordage Co,, and the 
Dominion Bag Co. These companies have 
been aaked to band over all the invoices of 
goods imported by them during the last six 
yeara. Tho charge preferred is that for 
three years or longer these firms have been 
importing, free of dnty, partly manufac- 
turod jute, known aa " uncream HeaBian," 
from Dundee, Scotland, upon which there is 
a duty of 20 per cent. It is claimed that 
tho duty accruing to the government in 
throe years would be $50,000, besides penal- 
ties of another $50,000.

Funeral of the Count ot Paris— Da 
vitt Demands Explanations 
From Healy.

London, Sept. 11.— The funeral of the 
Count of Paris will take place at Wey- 
bridge, Surrey, to-morrow. The coffin con- 
taining the remains of the Count was yeB- 
terday sealed in tho presence of the Count's 
family. When the faco of the dead waa for- 
ever shut from human eyes the aoeno waa a 
touching one. Cardinal Vaughn will oflici 
ate at the funeral serviceB. Tho Duke of 
York and the Duke of Oporto will be present 
at the funeral. 

Davitt has written to Tim Healy demand- 
ing the nature of his complaints against 
Justin McCarthy and the committee of the 
Irish party. 

The Pall Mall Gazette publishes an article 
showing that Premier Criapi is rapidly 
bringing about a reconciliation between the 
King and the Pope. 

Lo TempB saya military interference in 
Madagasoar is inevitable unless the Hova 
government comes to time. 

The German garrison at Kilwa, on the 
Zanzibar coast, was attacked by a force of 
over two thousand natives on September 7. 
The natives were repulsed with the loss of 
a hundred killed and wounded. The Ger- 
mane lost only two men. A renewal of the 
attack is expeoted. 

At yesterday's sossion of the Congress of 
the British Associated Chambora of Com- 
merce, the chairman in a speech predicted 
beneficial, results from tho new American 
tariff law. 

The schooner Volunteer arrivod from 
Antwerp yesterday with one of her crew 
dead from Asiatic cholera. 

Rear Admiral William A. Ktrkland, U.S. 
N., who succoedB Rear Admiral Erben in 
command of the European station, haa ar- 
rived at Plymouth, England. 

Tho disaster to the Paris and Cologne ex- 
press at Apilly proves to bo more serious 
than was at first reported. Twelve bodies 
have already been takon from tho wreck. It 
la reported that there were Borne Americana 
among tho killed and injured. 

The eleotion cf a member of tho chamber 
of deputies to reoreBent Nogent-aur-Seine, 
in succession of M. Casimir 1'orier, the ro- 
cently-eleoted prosident, took place on Mon- 
day. The result wa8 : M. Edmund Robert 
Moderate Republican, 4,083; M. Baohimnnt 
Radical, 3,361; M. Paul, Socialist, 1,183. 
As M. Robert did not obtain a majority 
ovor his two opponents a socond ballot is 
necessary. 

Frau Von Helmholtz, widow of the dis- 
tinguished Gorman scientist, has rec-ivod 
this dispatch from Emporor William in 
Marlonburg : "I am deeply moved by the 
news of your husband's death, especially 
when I recall our last meeting in Abbazia. 
If anything can assuago your grief, you 
should de.-ive eomo consolation from the 
koowledgo that tho entire scientific world, 
tho fatherland and the king aro mourning 
with you." 

The Timra aaye: "The only aignificancs 
of the Count of Paris' death is to ahow that 
tho royalist party in Franco ia a negative 
quantity." According to the Tlmea, tho 
Count of Paris left proporty valued at 
000,000.

Report From the Fisheries Committee 
ou the Point Roberts Matter 
—Other Business. 



At yesterday's mooting of the Council of 
the Board of Trado the txoureiou oommitteo 
reported that, having conferred with Mayor 
Teague and the transportation oomniitteo of 
the B, C. Agrl. Assn., the conclusion arrived 
at was to ohurter the C.P.N. Co. 'a atoainef 
Istanderfor a Board of Trade excursion to ths 
Northneab Interstate Fair at Tacoma on the 
22nd inat. Tho steamer will leave here at 7 
in tho morning, arriving in tho City of Djb 
tiny early in tho afternoon, and returning 
the following day. The round trip rato of 
$2 will include admiBaion to the fair, and aB 
the excursion is to have the cordial support 
Dot only of the Board but of tho Mayor and 
Council and tho B. C. Agrl. Aaan. us well, 
it may be confidently anticipated that thia 
will be the monster txoursion of the season ; 
particularly as thu Board have the asBuraucu 
that the Tuojnia people will do their beat to 
entertain tho Victoria visitors, and will 
reciprocate by sending an excuraion over to 
the exhibition here. 

Yesterday's mootirjg of tho Council was 
presided over by the Vice preaidonr, C. E 
Renouf, in the absence of President Flumer- 
felt, and benldoa tho members of Council, 
Hia Worship Mayor Toaguo was also present 
by invitation. The chairman reported that 
the provincial government did not think it 
wise to sand over thu museum collection of 
minerals to tho Inter-state FairJ and tho 
buaineBS of the day was proceeded with in 
the usual order.

U.P.A. I now beg to forward youacop> of 
their reply, and further correspondence on this 
matter. My secretary. Mr. K a. Bickmoro, 
waited upon Mr. J. Ceurrox, of H.M. Customs, 
and wont thoroughly into tho matter with that 
gentleman and otheis. He found that the 
Board of OuBtoms had given thls<|uestion their 
most sincere a' tcntlon, but owing to tho owners 
of Point Itobo'ts' cannory hav ing 1 earefully 
complied with tho letter of tho Merchandise 
Marks' Aot, thoy woro unablo to do anything 
to help mo. Whilst sympathising and wishing 
to assist, thoy could uot offer any suggontioua 
which would enable mo to accompliah my 
object, but recommended that tho tiuostion 
should be brought to tho notlco of tho C nadlan 
government at Ottawa.

This matter had, upon the receipt of Mr. 
Beetou'a letter been ri fjrred to the Fisher- 
ies committee of tbo board for a report, and 
their opinion uprm the subject waa thus ex- 
pressed by Mr. Robert Ward, chairman, his 
view of the question being concurred in by 
the other members of the committee, Messrs 
J. H. Todd, M. T. JohnBton and Henry 
Croft : 

" I coneidnr tho whole question of fishing 
by United States subjects at Point Roberts, 
and the methods adopted there, should de- 
mand the early attention of the Marine and 
Fisheries department. The government of 
the United States might be disposed to ap- 
prove of regulations prohibiting the destruc- 
tion of salmon as carried on at Point Roberta, 
notwithstanding such prohibition might re- 
sult in preserving to a certain extent the 
salmon DBheries on the Fraser river. 

"(Sd.) Roheut Ward " 

A brief dieonaaion followed the reading 
of the lettera and report, and Secretary El- 
worthy waa reqaeated to obtain aampleB of 
tie salmon labels roferred to, and requeat 
the Fisheries committee to prepare a state- 
ment of the case for preaentation to Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper on the occasion of 
his anticipaied vitit to Victoria. 

From the reading room committee the 
following report waa received : 

Gkntlkmhv,— Your special Board of Trade 
reading room committee beg to report: 

That wo tlnd the reading room is not often 
used by members ( f tho board for tho roasoti 
that it contaiin littlo of interest to them. Wo 
aro of opinion, however, that at a small ox- 
ponao tho room can be nmdoatlractlvo to mem- 
bers and of benollt to the city and province, 
and to tnis end wo therefore recommend : 

That tho secretary write to mining property 
owners asking for specimens of ores and for 
copies of assays. Tho specimens of oro, assays 
thereof, nnd olhor mining information, to bo 
kent up to date 

That our fisheries bo represented by such t x- 
hlbits as aro available. 

That specimens of tbo different woods of tho 
provin ce la tho rough and finished stales bo 
exhibited. 

Tnai. inoro nowrpapera, some; illustrated 
papers and magazines, oe tarnished, a prelim- 
inary list i f which is appended hereto. 

That on the buile in boards all available 
Bhloptog and woather reports bo posiod. 

That a largo sign bo place don tbo door of the 
reading room and a amallur one outbido tho 
banding, itatlng that tho room Is open daily 
(except Sundays) frbn 9 a.m. to 6 pm fioo to 
membors of tho boaul and to vis! ors to tho 
city. 

That similar notice " bo placed on nnssonger 
steamois calling at this port, and In tho trans- 
portation offices and hotels in tho c ty, luvltii.g 
strangers to eall at the reading roum. 

It is desirable that, as far as possible, all In- 
formation regarding legitimate, enterprises re- 
quiring capital for dove. opulent bo kept on Illo 
in tho roadirg roum. 

Thatmomburs of the boird bo invited to take 
greater interest In iho r> om, and bring their 
visitors t» tho city, and interest them In tho re- 
sources of too province. , 

Your cimmitteo is confident that, If this 
courso is faithfully carried our, tho member 
ship of tho board will largely Increase, and 
permanent benefits to tho city and province 
Will result.

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TO STOP JAPANESE. 

Chinese Government Orders That the Floods 
on the l'luius Be Not Lowered. 

London, Sept. 11.— A Shanghai dispatch 
says that the China transport Chean, pro- 
ceeding to Formosa with fourteen hundred 
troopB, waB wrookod at Chotang. The 
soldiers and orew wore saved. 

AdvioeB from Nowohwane, China, Bays 
that on September 10 the British eteamer 
Fechtung, whioh was taking cargo for Japan, 
waa ordered to stop tho work of unloading 
by the authorities. On September 2 the 
twelve Japanese and tho consul went on 
the vessel in distress. All tho houses of 
the women had been destroyed, and they 
had been robbed and maltreated by Chinese 
aoldierB. The women had been rescued and 
hidden by Europeans until thoy could be 
Bent aboard the vessel. Thoy were taken 
to the vessel two and three at a time, in 
disguise. The ateomer waa aoon aurrounded 
by boats full of Chinese soldiers, Booking to 
got hold of the refugees. Two Boldiera 
actually boarded the vessel, but they wore 
quickly ejeotod. Mo further attempt to 
get aboard waa made. In the afternoon of 
the 2d, a military official came off the 
steamer and advised that ahe leave the port 
the aamo night, otherwise tho authoritiea 
might poasibly be unable to prevent trouble. 
Word has not been received of the arrival of 
the steamer at Kobe, Japan. 

The country around Peking ia flooded, 
owing to orders given by the government 
not to attempt to lower the water on the 
plains. This is in order to prevent a Jap- 
anese advance. 



ORANGE FAMINE. 

Citrus Fruits Exceedingly Bcarce in San Fran- 
cisco—Not a Box to be Had. 

San Francisco, Sept. 11.— A local paper 
says : For the first time in the history of 
this oity it has been impossible to procure a 
box of oranges. This is the period between 
crops and it so happens that the old stock 
has been cleaned up better than ever before. 
Besides at one time Bevoral cargoes were re- 
ceived from Tahiti about this time of year, 
but they sold bo cheaply that there was no 
profit for Bhippers. Some Mexican' oranges 
are expected on tho San Bias, which will 
keep tho marker supplied until tho Cali- 
fornia season openB with consignments from 
the northern citrus belt. Limes and lemona 
aleo have been abnormally scarce of late, 
particularly tho former, which havo sold as 
high as §20 per case. Tho weather during 
August was exceedingly worm in Mexico. 
Limes boing packed hot suffered during the 
long passage necessitated by the atoppages 
of the steamer at way ports and more than 
one-half of them were worthless upon 
arrival hero.

THE LATEST LIBERAL POLICY. 

It is unfortunato that a very considerable 
proportion of those who went to hear the 
Hon. Mr. Laurier on Monday evening could 
not hear him very diatinoily. The marke 
ia not a good place to speak in. It waB never 
intended for an auditorium. It was designed 
for a very different purpose. We would be 
pleased to know that all the electors in Vic 
toria were id a position to avail themselves 
of the privilcgs of hearing the eloquen 
Leader of tho Opposition. In no other way 
could they bo so thoroughly convinced of 
the weakness of the position taken by the 
Liberal party and of tho extraordinary 
indefiniteness of its trade policy. No 
hearing him, they would be apt to con 
cludo that the criticisms of Mr. Laurier's 
speeches that appear in the Conservative 
newspapers are partial and unfair. They 
c.n hardly bo made to believe tho policy of 
the Opposition is so misty and hu/,y, bo in 
definite and so inconclusive as the Conner 
vative critics repreBont it to be. Hut the 
intelligent person who, hearing Mr. Laurier'e 
speech from beginning to end, and whose 
attention has not beon diatraoted by the dif 
ficulty of hearing him or by diacomfort, will 
be fully oonvinced that the only intelligible 
policy that tho accomplished Leader of the 
Opposition has is to get into cilice as spoedily 
aid aa easily as he can. 

He came to the Paci6c Coast, he 
says, to preach the goapel of free 
trade. But he is forced at the 
very outset to qualify hia message by tolling 
hia hearera that evon if ho gets into power 
ho will not ba abl6 to givo Canada free trade 
at onco. A timo must elapse — he doea not 
toll hia hearora how long tho period will bo — 
bofore it will be in hia powor to carry out 
hiB free trade theory into practice. But we 
will, he aays, niako froa trade our ideal. 

Every ono who haa obaervod at ull knowa 
that it is very slow work for weak and err 
ing mortals to live up to their ideals, ao 
alow, indeed, that a groat many of them. die 
befcro they, to outward appearance, get 
any noarer it than thoy woro at first. Thoao 
who aro acquainted with tho composition of 
the Liberal party know well that in hia at 
tempt to attain hia ideal the greatest diffi- 
culties that Mr. Laurier will havo 
to face will be placed in his 
way by Liborala, A vory considerable 
proportion of the party of which Mr 
Laurior is tho head, ia oompoaod of pro> 
tootioniata in practice, whatever thoy may 
be by profession. It was those protectionist 
Liberals who made the establishment of tho 
National Policy posaible, and they have 
since done their share towards maintaining 
it. It waB to get thoao men to work with 
their party onco more that Mr. Blako was 
prevailod upon to make such conoeaaiona to 
tho protoctioniat policy that it waa for a 
time hard to distinguish the Liberal Policy 
as regards trade from tho Conservative 
Policy. And it will bo those Lihoral Pro- 
tectionists who will ueo their influence — if 
tho uttompt is ever made— to prevent Mr. 
Laurier approaching hia ideal. Mr. Laurior 
appoarod amusod at the difficulty which Mr. 
Jfoater had to encounter in tho work of 
^fsvlsing tho tariff. Mr. Laurior, if ho 
does not know it now, will find out 
to bis sorrow that ho will have a precisely 
similar difficulty to encounter when ho at- 



tempts to introduco free trade by degrees. 
He will Bee that every Liberal who enjoys 
protection under the proaont tariff will fight 
tooth and nail for its continuance. It seems 
to us that it is because he foresees some 
such struggle as wo bavo indicated that his 
uttorancoa on the trade question aro so ox 
oordiogly indefinite. 

Ho admits that duties for revenue must bo 
maintained. Many of the duties imposed 
for revenue purposed must of necessity bo 
protectivo. Will ho lessen tho dutioa on sor^o 
maniifiOtureil commodities and raise them 
on others 1 If there are to bo distinctions, 
on what principle aro thoy to bo mado '! 
Are tea and sugar to bo tBxed J Tho taxes 
impoaod on those nocoBaariea would be true 
revonuo taxea. What about coal oil and 
cottona and woollens und machinery of all 
kinda'i When tho Domoorats of tho United 
States wero advooating tariff reform they 
laid down certain principles on whiah tho 
tariff waa to be reviaod. Thoy did not deal 
in vaguo generalities. Tho peoplo woro 
given to know on what grounds the roviaion 
was to bo mado. But Mr. Laurior gives no 
detaila and ho cnunciatoa no principles. 
He simply talks prettily about froe trade, 
tolling tho people at tho same time that free 
trade ia out of thoir reaoh. Could there bo 
anything moro unsatisfactory than this 1 

Tho loader of the Opposition talka in 
strong language about Tory corruption. 
There have no doubt boon greody Conserva- 
tive politiciana who havo used thoir posi- 
tions to put monoy into their own pockota 
and into tho pookota of their friends. Doea 
Mr. Laurier undortako to toll those whom 
ho addrosaea that there are no such politi- 
ciana in the Liberal party ? Ho knows that 
there aro many to be found in it. 
No one better. Ho knows that 
it waB Liberal boodlera and contract-mon- 
gcra who made the Hon. Aloxandor Mc- 
Kenzie's life a burden to him. He knowa 
that that honest old man waB moro worriod 
and more discouraged by tho intrigues and 
plota of the aohemora of hia own party than 
by the attacks of his open opponents. Per- 
haps Mr. Laurier will bo able to tell tho 
precise number of Liberal members who, 
after the Liberals were elevated to power, in 
the scramble for spoils, violated the Inde- 
pendence of Parliament Aob and wore 
obliged to vacate their seats in 
the House of Commons. It was not the 
policy of protection that demoralized theso 
men. The conduot of Liberal politicians 
undor the Maokeczie regime and in Mr. 
Laurier's own Province under^Mr. Mercior, 
makes it folly to expect that purity would 
reign in public life if the Liberals wero re- 
turned to power. The boodlera and self- 
seekers of that party would make the beat 
use of their opportunities, and wo fear it 
would take a stronger hand than that of Mr. 
Laurier to keep them in check. 



THE NEW LEADER. 

A meeting of the supporters of the Pro- 
vincial Opposition, held in Vancouver on 
Monday evening, ohoae Mr. Somlin as their 
leador. Tho choice, if we may bo allowed 
an opinion on a subject of such groat deli- 
cacy, was a prudent one. Mr. Somlin ia, 
beyond doubt, the best man available under 
present circumstances. He is a gontleman 
of fair ability, and ho posoosses consider- 
able parliamentary experience. He ia not 
by any moans a bitter or rancorous party 
man. Whether he possesses tho qualifica- 
tions that a leader in the Legislature ought 
to have remains to bo proved. Wo, for 
our part, would not be at all surprised if 
he prove a good loader. The task ho haa 
undertaken is a difficult and an arduous 
one, and we trust it will not bo beyond his 
strength. 



EVERY INCH A KING. 

The Emporor of Germany has aome ideas 
of kingly authority that are aomewhat out of 
fashion in those latter daya. He is bound 
to be a powor in the land over which ho 
reigns. Ho ia fur from being content to 
depute hia authority to ministers, no matter 
how able or how oxperionoed they may be. 
Hj feels that he is every inch a king, and 
that tho doforonco and obedience onco con- 
sidered duo to a king aro from Germans of 
every degree and condition hia by divine 
right. 

He evidently reaoutB opposition to mea- 
sures which ho bolioves are for tho good of 
his subjects br a poraonal affront. Ho con- 
siders that tho nobles oro wanting in thoir 
duty when thoy do not uphold him 
in all that ho Beea fit to propoao and to do. 
This ia why he road tho nobility of East 
Prussia so severe a lecture at a lato atato 
banquet. " I find myself," ho said, " com- 
pelled to obaorvo with a Boro hoart that in 
the circles of nobility standing noar tho 
throne my best intontiona aro misunder- 
atood, and to a certain extent combattod. 
Nay, moro, worda of opposition are brought 
to my ears. Gentlomon, tho opposition of 
Pruasian noblemen to thoir King ia a mons- 
trosity." 

This languago shows that tho Boveroign in 
Germany ocuupios a very different poaition 
from tho Boveroign in Great Britain. Ono 
can hardly imugino a King of England utter- 
ing Buoh languago aa thia undor any cir- 
oumstancos. In Groat Britain neithor peer 
nor oommonor considers it any roproach 
to his loyalty to oppoao, and to opposo 
Btrenuously, moasuroa which tho Sovoreign 
is known to favor. The loaning of tho Sov- 
ereign to any particular policy is only known 
indircotly and by means not recognized by 
tho constitution, Ho and his ministers aro 
auppoBod to bo in perfect ogrooment in all 
natters of public policy, and no ono believes 
it to be his duty toagreo with ovon the ablest 
and tho boat of ministers. 

The Gorman Emporor scorns to fool protty 
much ua did tho French king who exclaimed, 
I am the State !" It will havo to bo ad- 
mitted that tho sovereign who has a high 
dea of hia poaition and who fools tho weight 
f his rosponaibilltiea ia moro to bo reapootod 
thanthopleuBuro-lovlug monaroh who thinks 



more of hia own personal enjoyment than 
he doea of tho intereata of his Bubjeota and 
the duties of his position. 

Socialism, as our readers know, has of 
lato years been making greater strides Id 
Germany than iu any other country of the 
world. It doea aeom singular to seo in the 
same State a soveroign who haB very high 
ideas of the imperial dignity and preroga 
tivo, and a large and rapidly growing party 
whoso object it iB to do away with all social 
distinctions and all inequalities of oircum 
ataucca. What doe3 thU portend'.' Does 
tho Emperor of Germany foresee a time 
when tho Emporor and the nobles and tho 
mon of property will havo to do battle with 
tho aociuliata for their rank, their privileges 
and thoir possessions? 

THE WATER BY-LAW. 

Tho smallnesa of tho voto on the water- 
works by law was certainly a surprise, The 
whole voto amounted to vory littlo over a 
fifth of the registored ratepayers. We ure 
altogether at a loss to understand tho small- 
neaa of yeeterday'e voto. However, tho 
Mayor and Aldermen have received the 
authority to raiso tho monoy thoy asked for, 
and it is sincerely to bo hoped that they will 
expend it to tho boat advantage. We trust 
that beforo they undertako tho work they 
will eeo tho necessity of gotting sound ad- 
vioe. Wo havo no doubt that tho Council 
roalizEs thattho responsibility whichattacheB 
to spending so largo a sum of tho 
ratepayers' monoy as $150,000 is vory 
great. Wo sincerely trust that the money 
will be judiciously expended. If the citizens 
get value for their monoy and if tho wator 
Bupply is improved wo will bo amoEg tho 
first to givo tho Council the credit they do- 
serve. We wero Btrongly of tho opinion 
that tho improvement and extension should 
be mado under the advico and direction of 
a man of skill and experience in the con- 
struction of waterworks. Whonwe stated 
our convictiona aa atrongly aB we could, we 
did what we conaidered our duty to the 
citizena of Viotoria. The Mayor and Alder- 
men bsliovod that expert asaistanco was not 
required. Wo hope thoy will ohange their 
mind?; if thoy do not, time will tell wheth- 
er we or they are right.

INTERNATIONAL TITO OK-WAR. 

For centurieB past the pastime known aa 
tho^tug of-wor hua been a favorito amuao- 
meut among the armies of the world. Tho 
ixiatporiod at which the pastime entered 
into athletic sports is not very dear ; but 
certain it is that this particular stylo of de- 
termining questions of strength and endur- 
ance between opposing teams of men is ex- 
tremely ancient. The idea of arranging an 
international tug-of-war tournament in this 
city originated with the Bports and games 
committee in connection with the forthcom- 
ing ugricuhural exhibition, A sub commit- 
tee consisting of Chief Daasy and W. K. 
Tulloch formulated tho following rulea for 
tbo guidance of competitors : 

International tug-of-war at tho Agricultural 
hall, Victoria, B.O.. commencing nt 8 o'clock 
P m„ October 1, 1894.— Kulcfl governing -jon- 
toBt : 

1. Kacb team shall conBlit of ten men; two 
substitutes to be allowed. 

2. Tho men in each team fhall bo natives of 
tho country tbo team represents, or direct 
doacendants of parouts born In the country 
thoy represent 

3. Tbo name, ago. weight and birthplace of 
oich compotkor, with birthplace of parents, 
shall bo handed to the committee on or before 
tho 29th September, 1891. 

•1 Kuch competing team shall depo=lt an 
entrance feo of 11 vo dollars with tho list of mem- 
bers 

5. After tho signal to start has boon given no 
ponion shad bo allowod to touch tho ropo or 
any competitors until the pull haB been do- 
elded. 

0. Tho pull shall bo on a lovel platform laid 
with buttons one and one-half Inches thick, two 
Inches wido and bevelled threo fourths of an 
Inch on tho Inside and placed six inches ar art 

7. Teams shall bo drawn against each othoi 
by lot for tho first pull.

10. Tho ruforee shall decide which team won 
the draw piovidcd tho teams pull for thofuil 
thirty minutes. 

11 Tho competing teamB may take any posi- 
tion ot tho platform before the signal to start. 

12 Kootwear must bo free from spikes or pro- 
jecting nails. 

13. any Bubstanco may bo uaod for strength- 
ening tho g lp. No contrivance or substance 
shall bo used on any part of the body excepting 
on the hands.

MBOJEt PROBLEMS. 



Sir John Oorst Expresses His Views 
on the Present Outlook 
in EuglaticL 

Means Must Be Pound • to Get the 
Unemployed Back on the 
Land- 



Upon th" great labor questions Ihit 1 to- 
day ore ittractirg tho oarneBt attention of 
thinking nr.eo, Sir John Gorat, who is aow 
visiting Victoria, is looked upon as a leading 
authority. For years he has given the sub- 
ject a great deal of study, and has taken a 
most prominent part in Great BrJ aia in en- 
deavoring to benefit the maasfiB and to bring 
about some solution of the problem of how 
to ameliorate the oondition of tho working- 
man and the vast army of tho unemployed. 
A staunch Conservative in politics, he has 
filled various important positions such as so- 
licitor generaland undersecretary of state for 
Icdia, and in tho last Salisbury administra- 
tion was financial soorotury to tho Troaaury. 
He was u member of the Labor Commission 
and a delegate to tho labor Congress at 
Berlin in 1890. 

"Tha labor question is becoming a most 
vital question in England, " he said in con- 
versation|yc8terday, "but none of tho parlia- 
mentary parlies have a policy to bring about 
its solution — nob oven tho labor 
members ' themselves. Tho great mass 
of men. . do ' not . understand and 
do not think about the condiiion of the 
unemployed who" are altogether diBtinct 
from the trades' union?. Ot course, when 
limes arc ■dull, briok or stoue masone, for 
example, are thrown out of work for a time, 
but when things revive then they find work 
again. But besides theso thore is the great 
army of unemployed in all the largo cities. 
With these the labor members are not con- 
nected for they are outside the trades. Take 
London for example — in tho east and south 
there are thousands upon thousands who 
live, some by casual labor, others who 
hardly manage to exist by getting just 
enough to keep body and soul together. 
Even in the west end and other parts there 
are thoHe black spots. 

" With all this, there are scattered all 
over London the board schools, with bright 
cheery roooiB where thoir children ore edu- 
cated and taught even music. How cin 
these children fail to contrast tho glimpses 
of a better life they get in the schools with 
the sordid, unhappy surroundings of their 
own homes. Yet among these poople you 
will find men who take advantage of the uni- 
versity extension, and though the ninety- 
nine per cent, of the poor are 
apathetic, there is the oco per 
cent, who are educated into think- 
ing men, who by reason of tho very 
education given them, ask why they are 
condemned to live Buch a chcerleuB existence 
and it) may be said that the ono per cent, 
are to a man socialists and anarchists. Why, 
I know a man, a wool porter, and a first 
rate fellow too, and ho is a radicil and bo- 
c'a'.ist. Well this man follows a very n cea- 
sary calling which requires a certain amount 
of skill and intelligence, bub by its nature, 
ai the wool Bhipmente only come in the 
spring and sometimes it is several weeks be- 
tween the vessels arriving, naturally 
though be earns twenty-four shillirgs a week 
when wotking, how is he to ex'st while out 
of work for montha in ihe fall ? Well this 
porter is a thinking man who has done a lot 
of reading and attended the university ex- 
tension lectures. Why he can talk to you 
on political economy as well bb I can. Ho 
said to me, ' Here I am out of work. I g 1 
down to the docks without any breakfast, 
leaving my family hungry at home. After 
hanging ronnd i° r several hours without get- 
ting a job, I go away and meet 
a swell strolling along. 'Ab, my 
man,' says the swell,' ' which, is the 
way to the tower bridge ?' Go to 
h— 1 1 eay to him. 

"That just explains. tn s position," 
went on £' ir John. "The one per 
Cenb, of the eduoated, thinking poor 
are gradually growing, and when they get 
Btrong enough to break the apathy of the 
othor 99 per cent, then it may be that the 
very means of civilizition may ba the cause 
of suoh on explosion as will overthrow it. 

" Mind, I don't mean to Bay these anar- 
chists ana Bucialists are of the stamp of 
Ravachol. They don't believe in violence, 
bat will bring about the overthrow of exist- 
ing conditions by the very moans of civiliza- 
tion. They will get control of the legisla- 
tive bodies and bo brirg it about. Tho rem- 
edy ! Nobody has a plan for that. I re- 
member going to a meeting in Eist London 
of these men, and aftor hearing u h»t they 
had to siy, a'ked them what was their rem 
edy. Then they turned on mo and said : 
'Our remedy ! Why don't you, with all 
your political training and educational ad 
vantages, find a remedy. It is not we who 
shouldj bo expected to find ono.' They 
wero quite right ton. They are like a 
patient who can tell what are the symptoms 
of his disease, but it U the specially trained 
phyBician who must find out the cure. I 
have no Bottled plan for a solution of this 
problem, nor has onyono olso. I have some 
crude idoas not altogether worked out, but 
the baais of them is that wo must in some 
way find means of gotting tho groat army of 
unemployed upon the land again. 

" It is a strango fact) that within thirty 
miles of congested London thore is land that 
is absolutely dereliot. Why, no one seems 
to know. Some Bobetne may bo ovolved to 
pub those people on the land, gradually 
aiding them to help themselves, That can 
only be dono by the State itself takiDg the 
matter in hand." 

The University settlements carried on in 
various placos in London and othor largo 
cities, Sir John thinks aro doing a good 
work. Men of culture ond high edu- 
cational attainments compose theso. They 
settle down among the poor, join 
with them in their oluls and meetings, 
prov'do' means of recroation, and by practi- 
cal example Bhow how their surroundingB 
can be improved and tench a higher life gen- 
erally. Thia method has met with 
groat succees and is extending. 

Touching on tho question of labor troubles 
and how to meet thorn. Sir John aiys that 
England is far behind ot her countries in the 
settlement of labor disputes. For the lirst 
kind, thoBO referring to tho settlement of 
diaputoa between employer and employed 
ae to tho oarryiDg out of a contract already 
in exiatencp, that might bo dealt with in 
tho courts now, bub a simpler method is 
preferable For instance, Frunco has council* 
dc prudhomthe, which have the same author- 
ity as the courts when an appeal is made to 
thorn. Germany has much the samo methods, 
and in Austria tho government ovorseerB de- 
cide tho matter, bub England has nothing 
of the kind. That covers but a part, how- 
ever, of tho trouble. It Is imposaible to 
deal oompulsorily with tho question of fu- 
turo contracts, suoh as tho lowering of 
wages, as no man can bo forced 
to sell his labor for a cortain 
prioe, nor oan an omployer bo forced to pay 
more than ho vranta to. Yet this is tho 
causo of nearly all the big strikes, euch aB 
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the big dock atriko and coal strikes in Eng- 
land or the Pullman strike in the United 
States. Moral force alone can bo uted, and 
in this the state of Massachusetts stands 
alone. There a connoil craipoBed of good, 
responsible men from among employers and 
the laboring class, with a supreme court 
judge presiding, has the power aud option 
at any timo trouble arises betweon an em- 
ployer and hie men to order both partieB to 
appear before them and Btate tnsir case. 
The council then arrives at a solution of the 
trouble, and in most esses, though either 
aide may be unwillirg to give 
to the other, yet thoy will be will- 
ing to bo guided by the third party. Con- 
Bcquontly the method is found to work very 
satisfactorily. Should the cour.eH fail to 
bring about an agreement, however, the 
whole case is published, showing a full state- 
ment of the points in dispute and tho solution 
proposed by the oouncil, so that the public 
may clearly understand the matter and form 
its own opinion. 

" And who can stand ogainab public 
opinion ?" asks Sir John. " Suppose for 
instance when the Pullman trouble started, 
and the counoil unable to bring about a set- 
tlement had published ita statement show- 
ing that Mr. Pullman could afford to pay 
the wages that the men asked, do you think 
he would have dared to bravo the storm of 
public opinion that would have surged up 
ugainBb him. Or if on the other hand it had 
appoared that ho could not afford to pay 
more than he offered the men, where would 
the men have got their sympathy from 
This moral force is tho only remedy and it 
ia a mosb effectual one." 

Sir John looks upon tho universal federa- 
tion of labor as too visionary. It may come 
in time, bub he cannot see how it possibly 
can in our day. As to the eight hour 
movement, Sir John doea not see how a hard 
and faab rule can be laid down to cover 
every trade, the conditions being so differ- 
ent in many of them. 

Turning to politioa, ho remarks that there 
ia nothing really now to givo, but exprea- 
aea his conviotion that tho present British 
parliament will dissolve before lou<j 

Sir John leaves Victoria by the Rosalie 
this morning en route East, and according 
t > present expectations will bo in England 
by the 24th proximo. Yesterday he visited 
the chief points of interest in and about the 
city, being accompanied by MetsrB. Thomcs 
Earle, M.P., A. C. Flumerfelt (President of 
the Board of Trade), and A. B Gray (De- 
puty Commissioper of Labor). The party 
first visited theR.M.A. barrecks at Work 
Point, aud then drove over U inspect the 
fortifications now under construction. 
Luncheon was enjoyed at the Mount Baker 
hotel, Oak Bay, and afterwards Sir John at- 
tended the reception to Hon. Mr. Laurier 
at Pinehurst, Dr. Milne's residence, on the 
Dallas road, concluding what had been to 
him a very pleasant day.

The Oltawa correspondent of the Toronto 
K.npiro, under dato of tho 4th instant, thus 
refers to tho eoizuro of the Victoria sealing 
schoouor Wanderer, which was last week re- 
leased by order of Roar Admiral Stophen- 
son : 

" Great surpriso is folt here at tha recent 
arrest in Behring aoa of tho I !.-itish Colum- 
bia sealing schooner iVandoror. It appears 
that the vessel had atrictly complied with 
all the regulations imposed by the Paris 
award, tho Imperial acts and orders in- 
oouncil. Wuitiug for tho period, August I, 
when alio could legally hunt in Behring soa, 
the Wanderer proceeded thero to hunt with 
spears, according to law. Sho was arrested 
by a United Siafea cruisor on the charge 
that mere was found in her poacession ono 
shotgun and ammunition. Tne vessel was 
then handod over to tho British gunboat 
Pheasant and by hor communder ordered to 
Victoria. Tho result has been that the ves- 
sel's business for tho soason has been totally 
destroyed and a groat loss incurred by the 
owners. Ah Boon bb particulars of tbe 
charge reaohed tha Murine Department, 
•Collector Milne at Victoria was instructed 
by Sir Charles Tupper not to have anything 
to do with tho vessol under tha circum- 
stances, there being no offence. It ia not at 
all improbable that an action will be brought 
by the ownora of the Wanderer againat ifie 
commander of the British gunboat for dam- 
ages for interference, as in tho Newfound- 
land case of Biird v. Walker, where 
the British admiral was held responsible 
for acting without statutory authority, 
In the Wanderer's enso the Coiled States 
cruiser apparently took advantage of an 
agreement made between the Imperial and 
United States governmenta last spring, per- 
mitting the seating up of arms and ammuni- 
tion on sealing vesselB in order to rebut a 
presumption of guilty intent. The Cana- 
dian government at tho time objected to 
this mri»ngemont as likely . to lead to the 
embarrassment of Bcaling vessels, contend- 
ing under the Paris award that the use and 
not the mere possession of firearms was pro- 
hibited. Tho vary thing the government 
anticipated has occurred in tha Wanderer's 
case. The arrangement between the two 
governments wsb UBed for the purpose of 
preventing successful sealing operations, 
and as a consequence it is not unlikely 
that coneiderab.e mora will be heard of tho 
matter.' 

I'BOVISIONS RAN SHORT. 
When asked whether or not there was 
any truth in the report that his schooner 
had rnn short of proviaions, and that his 
crew were on the verge of starvation on 
reaching home Monday afternoon, Captain 
Cnarles Campbell, of the Umbrina, said yes- 
terday that it certainly was a faot that the 
vessel's supplies .had grown short by the 
time she got here, The men were, he says, 
given all they wanted to eat and drink until 
the Straits were reaohed, when the shortage 
of food made it necessary to put all hands 
on allowance. Being five days in tho Straits 
made matters worse, but notwithstanding 
this the vessel was not entirely out of pro- 
visions, though the proximity to real hunger 
was not very keenly enjoyed by those 
aboard. Had it not been for the fact that 
the lareler was getting low, the Umbrina 
would have remained longer in Behring boo, 
and wou'd doubtless have brought her catoh 
up to over 8,000 skins. 

THE ISKIIRINCI SEA PATROL. 

A Washington dispatch of yeaterday sayB; 
" The cruise of the BehriDg sea patrol llaot 
is about ended, ua the sealing practically 
closes after September 15. Tho first vessel 
to return to thia country was the Adams, 
now bound for San Francisco, where she 
should arrive by tha end of this week, hav- 
ing left Whatcom yesterday, having been 
detained there several daya by bad weather 
outside. The fi igship Mohican will bathe 
last to leave Alaska, remaining there until 
the revenue cutters depart. The Yorktown 
is probably already bound for Seattle. It is 
expected that tho Adams will spend the 
winter at Samoa and tho Yorktown may 
visit Honolulu in November." 

THE "SATELLITE" IN DOC'K. 

II M S Satellite will spend several daj a 
in the dry dock undergoing a general in- 
spection. She went in yosterday and will 
probably not come out before the end of 
the week. 

H.M S. Champion will probably arrive 
here from Honolulu in about three weeks, 
the necessity f..r her presence in th it oection 
being low considered at an end.

CHOLERA AND ITS SPUE AD. 

ie Danger Consists In Swallowing tho 
Bacillus Which is Accustomed 
to Live Two Lives. 

Buda Pestii, Sept. 11 —At the aisiion 
of the hygienic congroBS an interesting 
paper on cholera was read by Dr. Erneat 
Harte. He argued that tho disease came 
from the valley of the Ganges, where there 
ia un utter disregard of sanitary precautions 
and where tho people habitually drink 
polluted water. Dr. Harto said it seemed 
persons could oven touch and rub cholera 
patients with impunity. The danger con- 
Mite d of tho swallowing of the bacilli, which, 
the doc or contended, lived two lives, ono 
in tho human body, multiplying within the 
patient and poured out by him abundantly, 
and the other outside tho body in damp 
ground, dirty water, etc., to be swallowed 
by aomo one else in order to start again its 
destructive courte. Cholera, ho aaid, is 
Bpread broadcast by pilgrims to Mecca and 
clsewhero. The government of India 
should watch the fehtivala in tho country, 
and Euiopo by in' o national agreement 
should guard the pilgrim track hy isolating 
early oases. Tho Sultan of Turkey ought 
to adopt measures for the thorough sanita- 
tion of Mecca, which is a nursery of cholera.

THE PALE MOON. 

A CblcnKO Astronomer Declares That He 
Has Discovered Vegeta- 
tion on It. 

Chicago, Sept. 10.— Astronomor Louis 
Gathmun firmly belioveB ho has discovered 
vegetation on the moon. Some time ago he 
oonBtructcd a ielescopo on a novel plan. In 
stead of a singlo object glass ho used a com 
poBito one built of soven IenBea. Ho was 
using tho new tolescope recently when he 
suddenly saw a spot of vivid greon in the 
vicinity of tho greater crater Ticho on the 
moon. He called eevoral neighbors, and 
they all siw tho epot as ho did, Ho esti- 
mates that the Bpot wub forty by seventy 
miles in extent, and thinks it could have 
boen caused by nothing but vegetation, 
porhapB graaa, or perhaps foreats, nourished 
by wator absorbed perhaps oonturies ago by 
tho moon- 

Electrical Storm. 

Kincstot, Sept. 10. —A violent oloctrical 
storm passed over Dosuronto botween •! and 
5 o'clock thiB morning. Lightning Btruck 
tho Methodist church, completely shattering 
tho spire. A big hole was knocked out of 
ono side and tho whole of tho covering 
stripped off. Ic alBO struok a brick house 
owned by Mrs Groator, the lightning run- 
ning down each side of the roof, ploughing 
a furrow through tho Bhingloa.
